wrapped lirst in the leg of a man's 
under drawers, which was drawct 
tightly about the decapitated mem- 
ber.

tensively by nurses and physicians, 
completed the covering. Around thio 
was tied with several bindings of. 
corset string a piece of soft rock oC 
the species found on ledges.

A piece of commoa 
muslin sheeting composed the inner 
cover for the severed legs, both of 
which formed one package.

hand, for the cutting was clean.

hours after death, as there was but
